DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tsuyama et al. (U.S. 5082081) and in view ofZimmer etal. (U.S. 5342120). 

Claims 1-5: Tsuyama et al. discloses a method for adjusting the normal drive slip 
value of the ASR system (See entire the document) except for the driven wheels are 
rear wheels. The system of Zimmer et al. disclose ABS/ASR control unit (See column 

3. lines 25-27) and mentions that the driven wheels are rear wheel (See the figure). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify Tsuyama et al.'s method to include the teachings of 
Zimmer et al. so that the driver is able to drive vehicle safety while travelling in a 
condition of deep snow or wet road. 
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Claims 6-8: Tsuyama et al. disclose the method for adjusting the normal drive 
slip value of the ASR system, wherein the increase of the normal drive slip value is 
limited in dependence on the current vehicle speed (See abstract). 

The examiner asserts that the obviousness can only be established by combining 
Tsuyama et al. and Zimmer et al to produce the claimed invention.
